The progress that has been maed in medicine, even 
during the present war, is far beyond the understand- 
ing of the average citizen who will reap the benefits. 
It is the result of the tireless efforts of individual 
doctors and institutions, free from the hampering in- 
fluences of a politically-dominated medical rofession 
-such as is being proposed now on a national scale. So- 
cialized medicine would subject an estimated 80 per 
cent of our citizens to ironclad rules and taxes for a 
compulsory health insurance program. 

Compulsion in medicine does not bring progress. 
Nothing is more personal than the relationship be- 


tween an individual and his doctor, and nothing} 


should-be farther from political domination. 


$ Labor Slackers Unlike Farmers 

Farmers in some sections of the country are equip- 
ping tractors with headlights so they can work nights 
to overcome adverse spring conditions. Many a farm- 
er works 12 to 16 hours a day. He must contend not 
only with the problems nature lays upon him, but with 


man-made rules that run counter to the laws of na- 


ture. 
With politics entering more and more into the field 


of agriculture, farming becomes an intricate businesss i 
in which only the most competent can hope to make |=» 


a success. 

But in the face of all their problems, farmers do not 
strike, This is in glaring contrast with the tactics em- 
ployed by industrial labor which destroys production 
to enforce demands. We would not win this war if 


farmers struck to cure their grievances.

Congress, The Last Safeguard 

Citizens of the United States turn to Congress to 

uphold their constitutional right to court appeal from 
bureaucratic rulings having the force of law. 

“Give a citizen the right to take OPA problems into 

court when he cannot get the Price Administrator to 


act on a problem,” said Elisha Hanson to a Congres- li 


sional Committee studying extension beyond June 30 
of the Emergency Price Control Act. Hanson spoke 
for the Safeway Stores. He showed that during a 
whole year he had been unable to get OPA to act fi- 
nally on a single one of 10 protests, nor could he get 
them before the Emergency Court of Appeals. 

To back up his appeal, he exhibited a current page 
advertisement of his client, offering food, much of it 
at prices below the ceiling highs allowed by OPA. He 
told the story of a grocery company that sells below 


ceilings on food items when it is possible, but which, 


balks when not able to get action from the Price Ad- 
ministrator on its complaints against discrimination 
that forces selling below operating costs on other 
items. 

He showed that Safeway, which bought fresh vege- 
tables and produce directly from growers and per- 
formed its own crating, packing, refrigerating and 
other warehouse functions for its retail outlets, was 
“denied credit or allowances” for the expenses invol 
ed in the wholesale functions, although they were ex- 

actly the same as those on which jobbers are allowed 
“a it in performing such services for other retailers.
